The bureau warns the going will 
be tough for the girl who want* 
to go into one of the so-called ipen’s 
professions. like medicine, law, en­ 
gineering. 
Such a girl, the bureau says, will 
need courage, Initiative, 
patience 
and raore-than-averagc ability. 
Must Buck Prejudice* 
Why? To break down the preju­ 
dices still m et by women who want 
to go into those profession*, preju­ 
dices against women. 
Women are less than five per cent 
of all doctors, lawyers, engineer^ 
d e n t i s t s , architects, draftsm en, 
pharm acists, and 
certified 
public 
accoun tanto. 
The bureau says: 
“ For the girl who to not hardy 
enough or inclined to buck long­ 
standing prejudices, the bureau sug­ 
gests one of the well-established oc* 
cupations for women. 
“There are scores in which the 
trail blazing has been done. For 
instance: There to home economics, 
teaching, library work, and nursing, 
in each of which women make up 
more than 75 per cent of all em ­ 
ployed persons.

Of course, the m ajor aim of 
winter mulching is not to prevent 
the ground freezing but to keep it 
from thawing after it is well frozen.

Dodder And Its Control 
Dodder appears frequently In un­ 
expected places. 
It may erroneous­ 
ly be m istaken for a weed—an ordi­ 
nary sm all vine. Or its effects In 
clqver or alfalfa fields, for example, 
may be attributed to a strange dis­ 
ease. It occasionally invades the 
lawn or garden. W hat to it? 
Dodder to not a true plant; It is a 
parasite. 
Using the common clover 
dodder for an illustration, the seed 
to brought into the clover field,-let 
us say, in the original clover seed. 
The small dodder seed germ inates 
in late spring or early sum m er and 
sends up a young shoot that re­ 
sembles a crooked toothpick. This 
shoot soon reaches a clover plant 
and begins twining around it. Soon 
the dodder’s connection with tiler 
soil dies off and leaves the twining 
top fastened securely around thc 
clover. O ilier lateral shoots reach 
out to neighboring clover plants to 
form a localized but spreading colony 
of dodder. 
B ut w ithout any connection with 
Hic .soli,' dodder lives on its host 
plant by Rending tiny suckers into 
Hie host tissues. 
In the illustrative 
case of tile clover, th? spreading 
dodder actually starves the entwined 
clover plants to death by robbing 
them of their substenance. Actually 
the dodder suckers secrete a sub­ 
stance which digests the starches of 
the host plant. Thus, where dodder 
spreads vigorously, as in Uie clover 


alfalfa, lespcdeza or other legume 
seed or transm itted on tool*, by 
viable seed in livestock m anures or 
other direct agencies. 
Seed may rem ain viable in the 
soil for as long as five years and 
maybe longer. 
New specimen* spring up from 
live sections of the top which may 
survive the winter. 
Field dodder in this section of the 
United States has been known to 
invade lawns and feed on ordinary 
lawn grasses. 
W heat, oats and most other non- 
leguminous cereals are not attacked. 
T here 
hare 
been 
isolated 
cases 
where dodder attacked such crops 
as eggplants and a few other vege­ 
tables. 
Infested areas should be covered 
with dry straw and burned to pre­ 
vent seed form ation and to destroy 
seed already m atured. 
W hen large areas become Infested 
it to wise to adopt a long rotation 
Including 
corn, 
wheat, 
soybeans, 
oats, rys, buckwheat and other crops 
generally immune to Uie enemy.
